Almost three years 
ago I prepared a list of my ignored requests for use in C. A. 75-1 996, when I testified to 
them (without rebuttal) and gave a copy to the Department, a year of more ago I provided a 
copy to your ofJ.icc v/hon .1 was told Uio FBI could not provide copies of my FOIA/PA requests 
The first listing for 1069 follows: 

"January 1, FBI photos, reports filed, not given to Warren Commission, token 
by Moorman, fnwoll, Doylo and Martin. Number* of repetitions of this request. They in- 
clude V/D8U and V/V/L n«:v/s film# No compliance." ■' 

Although the attached records moke no reference to the Moorman pictures and the FBI

An the incomplete list of requests states, to then there had boon no compliance with 

the matters referred to in the attached records.

It is faithful to my experiences with the FBI and my reading of many records for FBIIIQ 

to have represented FOIA requests as "allegations* " (5655). 

It is faithful to iho I'BTJs dedication to Orwellian practice for it to indicate to 

the field offices that they are n'ot to inform it whether they have copies of the photoib^ 

uAtcJ i / r.l irl y ucsi:

Page 2 fails to state whether copies were made at HQ. or Portlohd but does represent, 
what would appear to be a long delay, from I/51 until 3/10/64 "for roturn to J.PAD DQyLE." 

The description of the Martin film matches neither the film nor k artin’s representation 
of it. Minneapolis ( 5657 ) in consistent with Portland in masking the true nature of the 
movie. It is not "of a grpup of Cubans after Oswald was arrested" but rather is of 08WAIB 
and three Cuban’s being arrested, with many other persons also included. 

The elapsed time with the "artin film was a month and 1 1 days, rather long for the 
elimination and return of film allegedly of no value. 

While the Commission was informed of FBI interviews relating to the Doyle film from 
the records in the Archives it appears that tho FBI witlJil/od all knowledge of tho Martin 
film from the Coiiu-dosion.
